-Out the fleld of jnternational-exploration in the 

. Antarctle regions, This was in 1899, when 

M. Arctowsk! described his plan before the 

meeting ‘of the British Association held at 

Dover, He waa then freahly returned from 

the Antarctic regions, and the renown which’ 

already attached to his namo for the valuable 

work .he had done asa scientist on board the 

 . Belgica on its voyage toward the south pole, 

sand during the long Antarctic night, which the 

explorers on the Belgian vessel were the first 

t6 brave, secured him the eager attention of 

the scientific world and that of travelters-and 
explorers, . : ; 

M, Arctowski's project was then already 
clearly sketched, both as to the great ends to 
be’ worked for, nnd the means of attaining 
them. It was no longer the discovery of now 

» Tands alone and the observation of their con” 
* figuration for which exploring, vessels shnuld 
be fitted out. The geology-of these lands, said 
M, Arctowski, must be studied, and also the: 
" glaciers and the condition of the sed ice which 
’ surrounds them. The various, physical .and 
natural sciences were to be utilized, taking 
account of magnetic and meteorological con- 
ditions, fauna, fora, etc, a labour as gigantic, 
as its resulte must be valuable, for in the 
southern hemisphere not only are there An- 
tarctic Iand—islands or continents—totally un- 
known, but a very large part of the. three 
neighbouring oceans is also unknown. an 

Further, at the present day, it is impossible 
. to consider the land alone; the whole ‘Antarctic 
aren exhibits phenomena which remain im- 

_ «perfectly known, and which involve the great 
questions of atmospheric circulation, circum- 
polar oceanography and magnetic conditions, 

Hence, M. Arctowski held that Antarctic 
exploration should be conducted in three ways: 
First, at fixed stations arranged between the 
edge of the continerts of America, Africa and. 
Australia and the zone of ice, which, stations 
should be supplied with all necessary magnetic

, work should be simultaneously carried on for

. enough to withstand the pick and equipped for 
wintering; and, thirdly,’ by a circumpolar ex- 
pedition planned to proceed right around the 
edge ofthe pack, and specialty equipped for 
oceanographical and zoological work, and ine 
cluding in ils programme the sirvey of the 
accessible parts af. the Antirctic const:

Atthe moment M!Arctavski Inid down this 
great programme the interest, of the public was 
ohly beginning to revivain Antarctic exoloration, 
regarding which it is now so teen. The means’ 
were being got together slowly, and not without 
much difficulty, for the National Antarctic 

+ Expedition of the Discavery, which later, tinder 
_ Captain Scott, R. N.,‘ chieved such magnificent 
 yesultas the possibility ofthe successful or- 

ganization of the expedition planned by: Mr 
Bruce, an expedition which has also since then 
been brought tonhighly successful end, seemed 
at the time very slight. The German expedition 
‘under Drygalski was only being planred; 
_ nothing, clearly, could as yet be done for the 
realization of a’ project sa wide acd intense as 

M..Arctowski's, 

Nevertheless M. Arctawski did nat tose 
courage, and the following year he again Inid 
his plan before the German Assnciation ‘of 

Scientists and Medical ‘Men, and hefore the 

Intern stional Geological Congress which met 

at Paris. Still the time was not ripe;and when 
the International engmp'ical Congress met 
at. Washington no practical steps had been 
taken to carry out the scheme, |

There are many indications that the scheme 
padopted at the preliminary mectings and at the 
final congress will be that of M. Arctowski. On 
all sides the men sho know the polar regions, 
best are loud in their approval of it. For ex- 
ample, in the names ian published of the of- 
ficial organ of the Geographical Society. of 
Paris, Lx Geographie, there is an article-on the 
subject by the well-known authority, Charles 
Rabet, in which the value of Arctowski’s scheme 
is strongly insisted on, fe 

The outlines of this scheme. have beéo al- 
ready given. It resolved iisel inte systematic 
exploration of the great séctions of unknown 
land and sea which lie around the south, pole. 
Theée sections, M. Arctowski points out, may 


be marked-out in three greal divisions, each of }/ 


which faces one of the oceans which bathe the 
Antarctic circle, the Atlantic, the Pacificapd the 
Indian Ocean, ; 

His mature consideration of the subject has 
brought to M. Arctowski the conviction that 
the greatest importance attaches to the preli- 
minary. circumipolar- expedition, which is to, 
clear the ground, or rather, make out the course 
forthe explorers in these great sections. [¢ is 
most important, as Maury said long since, to 
commence by finding the natural harbours in 
which the ships of the international expeditions 
can lay up, and from which they can send out 
expeditions by land or over the ice, according 
to circumstances, : 
-” Taking advantage of the knowledge opened 
upto explorers by. the recent discoverers, M. 
Arctowski proposes penctrating toward the 
south pole alon: the’ coast of Victoria Lund, 
and along the rye fotlowed by Scott and his 
companions in théir famous match over the 
ice fields to the farthest south yet reached. 
Sailing by Capé Horn, and follow ng the route 
of the Belgica, passing through the straits of 
the Belgica, M..Arctowski plans sailing across 
the.as yet unexplored region facing the Pacific 
Ocean, skirting’ any land, continent or islands 
which may be found there, and finally landing 
on the ice barrier, in one of the ‘natural har- 
bours in the ice, where. safety can be found, 
and where no difficulty attaches to the disem- 
barkment.of stores, such as the “low quay of 
ice in. 164 degrees west,” to which Captain 
Scott moored the Discovery in tyo2: 

It is at this point that M. Arctowski proposes 
‘that the explorers should call motor power to 
their aid. Scott and his companions,’ as. Dr. 
Mill relates’ in his .excellent work on “The 
Siege of the South Pole,” found, on disembark- 
ing, at their ice: quay, that there stretched 
before. them a flat surface ofice barrier, extend- 
‘ing for hundreds of miles, and free from 
hummocks or crevasses, It was over this 
ice plain that the Enclish explo-ers travelled 
for 380 miles, a slow journcy of fifty-nine 
days, crowded with hardships, which nothing 
but “indomitable will" enabled them to sur- 
mount | 

. ‘SPECIALLY BUILT MOTORE. 

At the end of the fifty-nine days these deter- 

mined explorers were forced to turn’ their backs 


on the unexplored land which stretched before |- 


them, their supply of food being :o reduced 
that they could only hope to resch their ship 
insafety foro selarding. chance befell them 
and if they were able to exist with never a full 
meal durins the tramp back, ; 

M> Arctowski hopes to cover the .round 
these men trod so wearily across in ease and 
swiftly by means cof speciglly cadnstructed 
vehicles, pam motorcar and. past sledge, 
vehicles pro etled by mator power, but, when 
the nature of ‘he ice a: ground to be travelled 
over peimits it, throwing the weight of the 
loids they carry on the sledges which form

M. Arctowski is busy at the present time 
perfecting the Jase details of his plans, the 

vestian ofthe construction, of motors suitable 
forthe work required of them along the ice 
barrier has been tasen up by engineers, and it 
is very p obable that even at the time of the 
meeting Othe polar exmiosersin May all the 
details of the prelaninniy expedition will be 
worked out on . 

.. Beside the interest which attsches to it from 
the novelly ot the idea, M, Arctowski's p dject 
for the use af motor-power on the ice barriers 
js most likely to prove of great value. By the 
use, af motors instead af dog. or hand-crawn 
sledges. not only can speedy and safe transit 
be atttined, bu: .also heavy Joads can 
be carried, stores of food, clothing, the mna- 
terials for building a hut, etc. “so that ot 
Scot's point farthest’ south, or < possibly 
still farther south, a permine-t station, may 
be huilt for the explorers, whence théy can 
perstrate farther south still: perhaps to 
the inmost recesses of the pole itself. 

_ M. Arctuwski, thouch vow a Helgian citi. 
ze, is a native of Warsaw, where he was 
born on the 1gth of July, 1871, and studied nt 
the unwersities of Liege, Faris and Zurich, 
Un finishing his unfversity career he occupied 
himself for three years with chemical research 


He was one of the first people ta become in- 
terested in the proje:t of M: de Gerlache for 
Antarctic explorition, and before even the pro- 
ject was published or any of the funds for the 
expedition collected, he volunteered to join ihe
